Edmonton's Big Day 


Edmonton is to play host tomorrow to 
the King and Queen, and to many thous- 
ands of people who will come here on invi- 
tation to join in the demonstration of wel- 
come, loyalty and affection. Official regu- 
lations and preparations have been made 
to prevent accidents, and enable all to take 
part in a safe and satisfactory way. But 
regulations and policemen cannot prevent 
traffic congestion nor eliminate the possi- 
bility of mishaps resulting therefrom, The 
public—which means each _ individual— 
must co-operate if the crowds are to be ac- 
commodated properly and the event be 
made enjoyable as it should be. 

It must have occurred to the Edmon- 
ton car-owner that, unless he really re- 
quires it, he had better leave his car in the 
garage for the day; or, if living in an out- 
lying part of the city, that he had better 
park well away from the streets where 
the crowding is certain to be dense. And 
the pedestrian may be supposed to have 
realized that his personal safety will de- 
pend on a strict observance of traffic rules 
and rules of common sense as to cross- 
ing streets in the congested areas. 

There are innumerable other ways in 
which patience, courtesy and good humor 
can contribute to make the day pleasant. 
It should be a day of happy memories for 
all who take part in the demonstration, 
Edmonton people, as hosts, are bound to 
do whatever circumstances may suggest 
to make it so. 


Zooming Right Along 


Hon. C. D. Howe told the House of 
Commons the Trans-Canada Airlines find 
business so good it has been necessary to 
buy some more planes to handle the traf- 
fic offering. Five large Lockheeds have 
been ordered and will be delivered in July. 
It is planned to put on a double service be- 
tween Montreal and Toronto and Winni- 
peg, providing a daytime as well as the 
present night service between eastern 
and western Canada. Beginning with 
September, flights will be extended east- 
ward to the Maritimes, making it a coast- 
to-coast system. A connecting service will 
also be opened from the main air line to 
the lake-head ports, and extensions made 
from Toronto to Buffalo and Detroit. 

If Canada lagged behind other coun- 
tries in developing air mail and travel fa- 
cilities, it is fast making up for lost time. 
The extensions and duplications of service 
are being made not as pioneering ventures 
but to accommodate an existing demand. 
Air mail! has been popular from the outset, 
and air travel seems to be disproving the 
notion that it would slump when the nov- 
elty waned. Conditions at present cer- 
tainly are not booming, and if enough 
people use the planes now to warrant 
bringing more of them into use, the pros- 
pect is that things will be busy along the 
airlines when the times improve. It looks 
as though the “psychological moment” 
had been seized for introducing the Trans- 
Canada service. 


The King Spoke For Democracy 
It was all quite out of order, against 
precedent, and just isn’t done; but staid 
Victorians interrupted the King’s speech 
in their city to break into applause when 
he predicted “Some day the peoples of the 
world will come to realize that prosperity 
lies in co-operation and not in conflict.” 

Those who live in British countries, 
and in all other countries where demo 
cratic systems of government have been 
established, will understand the applause 
and echo the prediction which evoked it. 
And, if they were allowed to declare their 
views, there would come a chorus of ap- 
proval also from multitudes in countries 
whose masters are threatening to drive 
them to the shambles like cattle, 

Every informed person in every coun- 
try must be convinced by this time that 
strife is not the way to prosperity; that 
on the contrary it is the swift and cer- 
tain way to long-drawn hardship for all 
concerned, The Allies won the war of 
twenty years ago, but it did not make 
them prosperous. They have been paying 
for the victory ever since, directly and in- 
directly, and will go on paying for genera- 
tions. The losers certainly were not made 

perous; they have been protesting 
from the day the treaty was signed that 
they were of all men the most miserable

The 
masters of the aggressor states may drill 
and discipline their subjects, stifle free- 
dom of thought and speech and tell them 
they can “swim in wealth” as the result of 
new wars of conquest. But one thing they 
dare not do; permit a free expression of 
opinion as to what the subjects think 
about it. 

The precedent - breaking applause at 
Victoria expressed the definitely known 
sentiment prevailing everywhere among 
self-governing peoples — and which prob- 
ably prevails also among the peoples who 
are neither allowed to govern themselves 
nor to say what they think about the way 
they are being governed.

Canada’s Trade With the British 
West Indies 

The recent abrogation by Canada of the 
existing trade agreement with the British West 
Indies, Bermuda, British Guiana and British 
Honduras, and the imminent initiation of nego- 
tiations for a new basis of trade, has drawn 
increased attention to our commercial relations 
with these sister British territories in the West 
Atlantic. The value of Canada’s shipments to 
this group ranks fourth amongst our exports, 
being only surpassed by the value of our ship- 
ments to the United States, Great Britain and 
Australia. But this total is only one-third of 
the value of purchases by the group from Great 
Britain and but a little more than one-half of 
the value of purchases from the United States. 
Canada’s sales to the British West Indian trade 
group comprises only about 14 per cent of their 
imports, which reach a total value of about 
$117 million each year. Canada’s imports from 
the group account for approximately $18 mil- 
lion of a total of $90 million, to which must be 
added the increasing amounts spent in the 
islands by tourists from Canada each year. 
The trade has already reached dimensions of 
considerable importance, but with the balance 
unfavorable to Canada, it

Canadian-West Indian trade began early in 
the nineteenth century with the exchange of 
fish for such products as sugar, rum, coffee and 
cocoa, In 18697 Canada first instituted a British 
preferentia! tariff, the benefits of which were 
soon extended to the British West Indies but 
no specia] treaty was concluded until 1912 
Trade doubled under this arrangement, and a 
new treaty to meet changing conditions came 


into effect in 1920 when Canada extended spe- 
cial preferences on sugar, cocoa, citrus fruits and 
other products in exchange for a preference of 
25-50 per cent on her exports. Canada at this 


time agreed to provide fortnightly steamship 
services. A new conference was held in 1925 
and the present treaty was arranged and became 
effective 1927, Canada increased the pre- 
ference granied on raw sugar, coffee, cocoa, 
bananas, citrus fruits, spices and other products, 


receiving in return increased tariff concessions 


on many Canadian exports. Tariff preferences 
were again inereased following the Ottawa

with it, as to be without. 

A new avenue for spending—though old 
enough in other parts of the world, has been 
opened. Soviet vintners who produced only 
160,000 magnums of champagne three years ago, 
produced 1,100,000 magnums last year. The Food 
Industry, under whose authority are placed the 
beer and wine makers of Soviet Russia, promise 
this year to produce 4,000,000 magnums of cham- 
pagne and 12,000,000 by 1942. A very good drink 
it is, according to Harold Denny. It isn't as good 
as French champagne, he says, though the Soviet 
authorities say they will yet make Russian cham- 
pagne equal to the best.

“Give us the luxuries of life and we can dis- 
pense with its necessaries.” At the expansion 
rate of the Russian wine industry, the Soviet 
may yet become a land flowing with champagne 
and headaches.

Nobody seems to have sympathy with snakes, 
either with the smaller, quicker poison-fanged 
varieties or the slower moving powerful con- 
strictors.

Its head and forepart looked like a piece 
of broken vine. A wild sow wandered by in 
search of food.
